Bill Which Would Affect 1,500,000

LONDON, March 22.—A_ Dill 
which would limit the working 
time of shop assistants to 48 hours 
a week (excluding meal hours), 
affect more than 1,500,000 em- 
ployes and bring about a_ small 
revolutien in the life of the cities 
of the land had its second reading 
in the House of Commons yegster- 
day.

EUROPA’S FIRST DAY RECORD 


Run of 703 Miles, 16 Better Than 
the Bremen Made, 
By the Associated Press. 

Ss. S. EUROPA, March 22.—De- 
spite strong headwinds and a heavy 
spray 100 feet high, the Bremen’s 
rival sister ship had made a full 
day's run of 703 miles at an av- 
erage speed of 28.15 knots af moon 
today (ship’s time). This was 16 
miles better than the Bremen’s 
first full day at sea on ber maiden 
voyage. 

The trans-Atlantic course of the 
Europa from Cherbourg break- 
water to Ambrose Lightship at the 
entrance to New York Harbor is 
79 miles longer than the course 
taken by the Bremen on her 
maiden voyage.

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Claude B. Ricketts, chairman of 
the motorbus and street railway 


co-ordination committee of the 
Transportation Survey Commission, 


said today that the present strike 
of People’s Motorbus Co. employes 
with consequent failure of the com. 
pany to operate, creates a condition 
of public inconvenience which 


should cause the holding company 
in control of both the bus and 
street car companies to take imme- 
diate steps to co-ordinate the serv- 
ices, 

His views were expressed in com- 
menting on the report written by 
his committee, copies of which 
have been sent to all members of 
the Transportation Survey Commis- 
sion. The report, which will not be 
acted upon by the commission until 
its next meeting, probably April 1, 
was released today by E. J. Russell, 
chairman of the commission. 

Ricketts pointed out that by 
proper co-ordination of busses and 
street cars, such as has been recom. 
mended in some detail by R. F. 
Kelker Jr., the commission’s con- 
sulting engineer, those sections of 
the city which have been largely 
dependent on the People’s busses 
for mass transportation would have 
convenient and regular service re- 
stored to them and would have the 
added advantage of universal! trans- 
fers to and from street cars. On 
the other hand the unnecessary du- 
plications of service would be elimi- 
nated, putting both street cars and 
busses on a better earning basis. 

Speaking of co-ordination, the 
report says: 

“The problem has been made 
easier for all concerned by the re- 
cent purchase of the bus company 
by the parties already interested in 
the ownership of the street railway 
company.”’ 

Continuing, the report says: 

“After due consideration our con- 
clusions are that the elimination 
of unnecessary “Competition fs “a' 
step toward faster and better serv- 
fee; and’ further we agree with; 
the street railway and bus com- 
panies that the functions of the bus 
are: 

To provide service in sections 
not heretofore served by street 
car lines. 

To extend service beyond street 
car lines where the volume of 
traffic does not yet warrant rail 
extension. 

To replace street cars on cer- 
tain lines having very light traf- 
fic. 

To supplement street car serv- 
ice at peak hours of dense traf- 
fic. 

To supply by small de luxe 
busses a fast, select service with 
few stops, -at a higher rate of 
fare. 

“The wasteful duplication of 
service on certain car lines should 
be eliminated, and the re-arrange- 
ment of certain present lines of 
both street cars and busses should 


ing traffic conditions. 

“We consider the question of 
transfers between busses and street 
cars to be one of vital importance 
to the public, .and it should be 
made compulsory if unnecessary 
competition is to be eliminated. 

“We find that a considerable 
number of riders use the so-called 
jitneys and at a higher rate of fare 
than is charged by streef car or 
bus. However, the city authorities 
do not seem to have the control 
over their movements such as they 
have over the busses and _§ street 
cars. 

‘*Therefore, we beg to call your 
attention to the act which was 
passed by the last Legislature and 


ables the Board of Aldermen to 
create a permanent commission or 
traffic commissioner whose duties 
and powers would bring about a 
better regulated mass transporta- 
tion in the congested districts. 

“Knowing that the engineer of 
the commission is making a study 
of that phase of the commission’s 
work, we feel that this detail to- 
ward faster and better service than 
at present could be better worked 
out under such auspices.” 

Members of the committee sign- 
ing the report besides Ricketts are 
Harold M. Bixby, Robert B, 
Brooks, E. L. Kuhs and A. H. Rel- 
ler. 

The report was written before 
the bus strike began, but Ricketts 
said the suspension of service té-, 
sulting from the strike emphasizes 
‘the need of.a co-ordinated servi ve.

Higher Mixed Cotton Fapric Duty. 

Proceeding with proposed 
amendments in the wool sched: 
ule, approval was given an 
amendment by Senator Smoot 
(Rep.), Utah, to place higher pro- 
tection on mixed cotton and wool 
fabrics. Under the amendment, 
such mixed cloths, containing 17 
per cent or more wool by weight, 
would be divided so that the wool 
content would take the woo) cloth 
rates and the cotton content the 
rates on cotton fabric. 

Another amendment approved 
would extend the exemption from 
duty on carpet wools if used in the 
manufacture of press cloth or 
camel's hair belting. 

Passage of the bill, which would 
send it to conference for adjust- 
the 


Senate and House, is certain. 

Whether the many changes made 
in rates by both the Senate and 
House meets with President Hoo- 
ver’s approval has not been dis- 
closed, but Republican leaders be- 
lieve that if the two administrative 
features added by the Senate are 
removed, the President wil] sign 
the bill. These are the debenture 
clause and the section taking from 
the President power to fix rates on 
recommendation of the Tariff Com- 
mission, 

Many Changes in Senate. 

The Senate has revised down- 
ward many House levies, but the 
coalition of Democrats und Repub- 
‘ican Independents which had 
pared down most of the rates ex- 
cept those on agriculture failed to 
hold its ground in the closing days 
of the struggle. A new coalition of 
Republican regulars and Democrats 
regained some of the lost ground, 
but the rate structure of the Senate 
measure is still below the high pro- 
tective scale voted by the House, 

Besides boosting farm rates to 
the highest level ever known, the 
Senate bill coincides with the 
House measure in another’ im- 
portant particular in that it car- 
ries virtually the same increases 
on raw clothing wool and woolen 
clothing. 

The rayon ‘schedule’ contains 
higher protection for this growing 
industry, while the cotton and silk 
textile rates remain about. the 
Same, with a few increases and re- 
ductions. 

Higher Rate on Sugar. 

Sugar is assured of a higher 
rate, although the Senate duty of 
2 cents a pound on Cuban raws is 
lower than the House rate of 2.490 
cents.

The Senate bill prevides a duty 
of 7 cents a pound on long staple 
cotton, now on the free list, and 
to compensate for increased costs 
to manufacturers using this Egyp- 
tlan type adds a fiat levy of 10 
cents a pound to the rates pro- 
vided on all manufactures of cot- 
ton staple of 1% inches and over.

DOHENY ACQUITTED 

ON BRIBERY CHARGE 
IN OIL SCANDAL 

Continued From Page One. 


After finding that there was no 
difference of opinion, the jury re- 
laxed for little more than half an 
hour before returning to the court- 
room. The jurors declined to dig- 
cuss the case, 

Mark Thompson, who, with Ho- 
gan, defended Fall, said that the 
verdict was “a clear vindication” 
of the former Interlor Secretary. 

“The Judge charged the jury 
that the whole point,” Thompson 
said, “was whether Doheny bribed 
Fall. The jury’s verdict was a 
clear vindication of both of them.” 

Mr. -and Mrs. Doheny left the 
courtroom at 12:20 p. m., still fol- 
lowed by persons who sought to 
shake their hands. 

On the front portico-of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Supreme Court 
Building they paused at sight of 
a battery of photographers and 
movie operators. 

Tue cameramen called out to 
Doheny to say something. Doheny 
hesitated a moment, then, smiling 
broadly, burst out: “Of course I 
am happy.” 

Turning to address the onlook- 
ers, he added: “I ain only sorry 
that the same verdict might not 
have gone te my friend, Mr. Fail, 
who deserved it as much as J do,’ 

Attorney Hogan, posing with his 
client for sound pictures said: Ad- 
dressing’Doheny’s, “For the second 
time the jury has declared to be 
what we know you are—an honest 
man and an honest, patriotic cili- 
zen." 

There was a burat of hurrahs 
from the crowd, as the Doheny 
party entered an automobile. 

The Government prosecutors, 
Owen J. Roberts and Atlee Pom- 
erene, left the courtroom without 
making any statement, 

“You Can’t Convict $100,000,000.” 

Word of the verdict spread 
quickly to the Senate, where the 
investigations leading to the trial 
of Doheny, Albert Fall and Harry 
I’. Sinclair were started. 

“It is another evidence,” com- 
mented Senator Norris (Rep.), Ne- 
braska, “that under our system you 
can not convict $100,000,000 of a 
felony.” 

Chairman Nye (Rep.), North 
Dakota, of the Senate Public Lands 
Committee, said: “It is unfor- 
tunate that Doheny and Fall were 
not tried together and by the same 
jury. The same jury should have 
received the evidence in  sueh 
cases. It is another one of those 
queer twists of justice in the Dig- 
trict of. Columbia courts.” 

The scene in the courtroom to- 
day was in sharpest contrast to 
that in the game room last Octo- 
ber, after Fall had been convicted 
of receiving the bribe, Doheny at 
that time sat as if stunned and 
after Justice Hitz had tleft the 
room, he rose and with tears of 
anger on hig face, cried: “It’s that 
damn Court!” 

It took<@ight court days to pre- 
sent the case, the Government re- 
quiring three and a half and the 
defense three, arguments taking 
the remainder of the time. 

Justice Hitz began delivering his 
charge to the jury today soon after 
mounting the bench at 9:80 a. m. 
First he summoned counsel - and 
talked with them for 25 minutes.

Doheny entered the courtroom 
with his wife at 9:25.

Taking an unopened ietter from 
his coat pocket; Doheny and his 
wife read the message together. 
They smiled apparently confidently 
at each other, then, and the de- 
fendant took his seat before the 
bar. Mrs. Doheny. smartly dressed 
in black, gazed solemniy forward 
for several moments, but she then 
turned to friends seated around her 
and talked animatedly. 


Interest Is Chief Point. 

Justice Hitz then read to the 
jury the prayers admitted on re- 
quest of counsel, 

The courc required one hour and 
five minutes to deliver the instruc- 
tions to the jury. 

Completing the reading of the 
prayers, Justice Hitz began his own 
instructions to the jury. 

‘Those instructions were grant- 
ed at the request of the parties in 
the case,”’ Justice Hitz said. 

“If the jury finds that any wit- 
ness on either side of the case has 
lied to yo uthe jury may reject all 
of that testimony. If you think it 
was false in one respect and true 
in another you may accept what 
you believe true and reject what 
you believe false.”’ 

The Judge told the jury that the 
trial by jury was to give the same 
justice to the rich as to the poor, 

“The charge in this case is bBri- 
bery,” he said, “and the essence 
of bribery is the betrayal of pub- 
lic trust and a public officer. ‘The 
defendant denies it here and the 
record shows that wherever he hag 
testified he has denjed it.” 

Justice Hitz told the jury it was 
not concerned with the wisdom of 
the Pearl Harbor project, but only. 
if the money passed between Do- 
heny and Fall and Doheny’s in- 
tent. 

Intent of Chief Importance, 

“Doheny testified the money did 
pass,” he continued, -“so the only 
question for you to determine is if 
the money passed with corrupt in- 
tent. You've got to interpret what 
was in Mr, Doheny’s mind.” 

He said Doheny said it was a 
loan and the Government said it 
was a bribe. “Which was it?” he 
asked. 

“It is not the form of transac- 
tion, but it ig the intent,” he gaid. 
“Evidence must show beyond rea- 
doubt that when this 
money passed, Mr. Doheny then 
and there intended to influence 
Mr. Fall before he can be found 
guilty. If the evidence does not 
satisfy you of that primary fact, 
then you should find him not 
guilty.” ‘ 

“The defendant is entitled to 
every reasonable doubt,’”’ the Jus- 
tice continued. 

He told the jury it must consider 
how Doheny’s testimony squared 
with the other evidence, He said: 
“Mr, Doheny’s riches must not 
create any prejudice against him 
or create any sympathy for him.” 

He told the jury they must give 
“even-handed justice’ and decide 
the case honestly “upon your con- 
science,”

MOSCOW, March 22.—Tens of 
thousands of Soviet citizens, Red

nomination of Federal VUistrict 
Judge John J. Parker of North 


'Carolina. to be- an Associate Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court is ex- 
pected to be approved by the Sen- 
ate with a minimum of opposition. 

Parker is a Kepublican, -but the 
Democrats from his section have 
high regard for his qualifications 
and are pieased that the South has 
thus been recognizei. Republican 
regulars, of course, are expected 
to support the President's selec- 
tion. 

Thus, it is pointed out, what. 
ever opposition may develop is vx- 
pected to be confined to the Inde- 
pendent Republicans from the 
West, and it is by no means cer- 
tain that objection will come from 
them. 


The independents are reserving 
judgment. Senator Borah of Ida- 
ho, and Senator Norris of Ne- 
braska, leaders of the group, are 
awaiting more complete informa- 
‘tion on Parker's qualifications. 
From what they know of him al- 
ready, they said, they are inclined 
to favor his confirmation. 

It will be recalled, however, that 
the bitter fight over the confirma- 
tion of Chief Justice Hughes de- 
veloped unexpectedly. When his 
nomination was sent to the Senate 
it appeared that confirmation 
would come aimost by acclamation, 
but the independents and Southern 
Democrats almost kept him off 
the bench. 

The Parker nomination was 
submitted to the Senate by Presi- 
dent Hoover just before nightfall 
yesterday and at the same _ time, 
the President said that the ap- 
pointment would make the geo- 
graphica] distribution of the mem- 
bership of the Supreme Bench 
conform more closely with the 
original intent of those who draft- 
ed the Constitution. 

Fitness Primary Object. 

He termed fitness the primury 
object,, but said in addition that 
the origina! set-up of the Supreme 
Court was presumably based upon 
a distribution of the Judges among 
the various judicia] circuits. The 
circuit with which Judge Parker 
is identified has not been repre- 
sented on the Supreme Court for 
70 years, 

Parker was appointed to succeed 
the late Associate Justice Edward 
Terry Sanford, who died March 8, 
a few hours before the death of 
William Howard Taft. Sanford 
was a Republican. 

The two Senators from Parker’s 
State, Simmons and Overman, en- 
thuslastically indorsed his nomjna- 
tion. They had recommended a 
Democrat, they said. but added 
that if a Republican were to have 
the place, Judge Parker was “the 
best man.” 

“We wanted a Democrat,” said 
Simmons, “but we made it clear to 
the President that if a Republican 
was to be appointed we wanted it 
to be Judge Parker. [ think that 
is the attitude of the North Caro. 
lina delegation, of the bar and of 
the people of the State. 

As Good as There Is in South. 

“Judge Parker is a young msn, 
a very fine lawyer and he ~ has 
made a very fine record. He has 
a high character, is able and has 
a judicial temperament, He Is as 
good a man as there is in the 
South.” 

Norris, who is chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, which must 
pass on the nomination, said that 
it would be referred to a subcom- 
mittee on Monday for a thorough 
examination of the nominee’s qual- 
ifications. 

Judge’ Parker is the youngest 
man to be nominated for the Su- 
pre Court in a century. He is 44 
years old. John Jay, the first 
Chief Justice, was 44 and Associate 
Justice Story was 32 at the time 
of their appointments. 

The nominee has iong been 
prominent in North Carolina, at 
first through his jega! practice and 
later as the candidate of the Re- 
publican party for Attorney-Gen- 
eral and Governor of the State. 
Five years ago, he was appointed to 
the Federal Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals by President Coolidge, and 
thus his name was before the Sen- 
ate for confirmation at that time

Premier Tardieu did not return 
from Paris for the week-end and 
he has indicated he will not come 
back until the Italians submit a 
proposal acceptable to the Irench. 
As the Fascist Grand Council has 
just reaffirmed Italy’s claim to 
parity with France, such a devel- 
opment appears highly improbable. 
One by oné, other French delegates 
have gone till only Ambassador 
\Fleuriau remains. 

Premier MacDonald was at Che- 
quers for the week-end, Secretary 
of State Stimson at Stanniore. No 
meetings were held and none was 
scheduled. 

Gloom was thick at the Ameri- 
can headquarters. It was clear to 
all observers that the primary ob- 
ject of the conference—negotiation 
of a five-Power naval limitation 
treaty—could not be attained with- 
out some last-minute conciliatory 
None 
was expected. The two Powers 
were dug in behind respective 
claims and all efforts by MacDon- 
ald and Stimson to bring them to- 
gether had failed. 

The stubbornness of Italy in 
standing on her parity claim was 
matched by an equally firm French 
refusal to grant parity or to make 
any substantial reduction in ton- 
nage demands without some form 
of political guarantee. 

Face-Saving Device Possible. 

It remained posible that the 
produce some 
five-Power treaty on limitation 
methods and technical problems. 
Any treaty of this sort that might 
be’ negotiated in today’s circum- 
stances would be merely a face- 
saving device and there were some 
who believed a frank confession of 
inability to agree would be pref- 
érable. 

Meanwhile, the eyes of the 
American delegation were turned 
to Tokio, whidh for several days 
has had the Reed-Matsudaira 
agreement under. consideration 
The decision of the Tokio Govern- 
ment on what Americans declare 
is an arrangment eminently fair to 
both United States and Japan is 
anxiously awaited. The ree- 
ment wag negotiated with l ap- 
proval of the British representa- 
tives and, in conjunction with 
Anglo-American agreement, forms 
a foundation on which a three- 
Power treaty can be erected. 

Except in the unlikely event of 
a break in the five-Power dead- 
lock, negotiations next week will 
resolve themselves into an . in- 
tensive effort to make a three- 
Power treaty. 

Key to 3-Power Situation. 

Clear indications that this devel- 
opment is impending have been 
given by both the British and 
American spokesmen. The key to 
the three-Power situation is held 
for the moment by Japan. 

While tripartite negotiations are 
proceeding the door will be care- 
fully kept open for re-entrance by 
Continental Powers at any stage. 

How long the conference will last 
is highly problematical. Most 
guesses of those in a position to 
know the inner workings place the 
duration at three or four weeks 
more. Our delegates are palpably 
eager to bring the meeting to a 
close as soon as possible and_.Mac- 
Donald has stated it should end 
by April 14, when the budget de- 
bate wil begin in the House of 
Commons. 

American delegates are known 
to have arranged tentatively for 
accommodations on the George 
Washington, sailing April 11. If 
they are held here beyond that 
date they are expected to take the 
Leviathan 10 days later. 

Pessimism tn London Press. 

A note of deep pessimism rang 
today’ through all stories of the 
conferences in the London press. 
The Daily Herald, Labor organ, 
declared thatthe “last hope of a 
five-Power agreement seems to be 
vanishing rapidly.” The Chronicie 
pictured the nations of the world 

as “standing by helpless while a 
world tragedy is enacted before 
their eyes.” This newspaper 
called on Parliament and the Brit- 
ish nation “to declare their pro- 
found concern about the prospects 
of the conference,” and do every- 
thing possible to help Ramsay 
MacDonald save it.

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BELLE OF CALAOUN 
DESTROYED BY. FIRE 


35-Year-Old River Steamer 
Burns to Water’s Edge in 
Alton Slough. 


The river gteamer, Belle of Cal- 
houn, which carried passengers and 
freight between St. Louis and Cal- 
houn County, Illinois, for 35 years, 
was burned to the water's edge 
this afternoon in winter quarters 


in the Alton slough, opposite Al- 
ton, Ill. 

Officials of the New- St. Louis & 
Calhoun Packet Co., owner of the 
boat, estimate the loss at $50,000, 
partly insured. The boat had been 
overhauled complétely during the 
winter and equipped with a new 
hull. It was to have been placed 
in service, between St. Louis and 
Quincy next week. 

The blaze started in the kitchen 


termined, and four employes of 
the boat company were unable. to 
fight the fire, having no equipment 
beyond smal! chemical extinguish- 
ers. During the two hours that the 
boat was burning, they worked on 
board the company’s.steamer, Idie- 
wood, to keep the fire from spread- 
ing. — 

The fire roared in the wooden 
frame of the Belle of Calhoun, 
sending sparks, flame and dense 
smoke high into the air, For a 
time it appeared that the Idlewild 
would be burned, but a sudden 
change in the wind sent the sparks 
toward the bank of the slough 
where trees and dry grass along 
the shore were scorched. . 

The Belle of Calhoun was built 
in 1895 by a syndicate of Calhoun 
County #usiness men and named 
for Belle Wood, the winner of a 
county populrity contest of that 
year.* It sunk three times in its 
career and each time was raised 
and rebuilt. 

At one time its name was 
changed to Julia, but when the 
present owners acquired it several 
years ago the name, Belle of Cal- 
houn, was restored. It was one of 
the larger river steamers measur- 
ing 188 feet in length, 136 feet 
wide and 47 feet to the top of its 
stacks. 

In recent years the boat plied 
between St. Louis and Quincy dur- 
ing the summer months, turning to 
the apple trade from Calhoun 
County to St. Louis in the fall. 

Arthur Nulton, watchman of the 
Belle of Calhoun and the Idlewild, 
said that he and A. F. Buchanan, 
carpenter for the boats, had eaten 
dinner on the Belle of Calhoun 
with Melvin Norton, Negro cook, 
and his wife, shortly before the 
blaze was discovered. They were 
preparing. to leave the boat when 
flames leaped out the kitchen 
door.

Lowel] Observatory here. 


The ninth planet was first ré- 
corded on photographic plates at 
Lowell Observatory tast Jan. 21, 
in approximately the position in 
which the late Dr, Percival Low- 
ell, founder of the observatory, 
predicted it would be. Dr. Lowell 
predicted the presence of the 
trans-Neptunian planet 25 years 
ago. and nine years tater nad 
worked out mathematically its po- 
sition. - 

“The eatiie? searching work. la- 
borious and uncertain because of 
less efficient instrumental means, 
could be resumed much more ef- 
fectively early last year with the 
very efficient new Lawrence-Low- 
ell telescope especially designed for 
this particular problem,” said Dr. 
Slipher. 

Many Photographs Made. 

“Some weeks ago, on plates he 
made with this instrument, Ce te 
Tombaugh, assistant on the Lowell 
Observatory staff. using the blink 
comparator, found a very excep- 
tional object, which since has been 
studied carefully. It has been pho- 
tographed regularly by Astronomer 
Cc. QO. Lampland with the 42-inch 
reflector, and also observed visual- 
ly by Astronomer E. C. Slipher | 
with the large refractor. 

“The new object was recorded on 
the search plates of Jan. 21, 23, and 
29, 1930, and since Feb. 19 it has 
been followed closely. Besides the 
numerous plates of.it with the new. 
photographic telescope, the object 
has been recorded on more than a 
score of plates with the large re- 
flector by Lampland, who is meas- 
uring both series of plates for the 
position of the object. 

“Its rate of motion he has meas- 
ured at intervals between observa- 
tion with results that appear to 
place the object outside of Nep- 
tune’s orbit at an indicated dis- 
tance of about 40 to 43 astronom- 
ical units. During a period of 
more than seven weeks, the object 
has remained close to the ecliptic; 
the whole of it has passed from 12

Working on Orbit. 

“There has not been an oppor- 
tunity to complete neasurements 
and accurate reductions of posi- 
tions of the object requisite tor use 
in the computations of the orbit, 
but it is realized that the orbit's 
elements are much to be desired 
and this important work is -in 
hand. 

“In brightness the object is only 
about 15th magnitude. Examina- 
tion of it in the large refractor, 
but without very good seeing con- 
ditions, has not revealed certain 
indication of a planetary disc. 
Neither in brightness nor in ap- 
parent size is the object compara- 
ble with Neptune. 

“Primary attempts at compara- 
tive color tests indicate it does not 
have the blue color of Neptune 
and Uranus, but hint, rather, that 
its color is yellowish. More like the 
inner planets. Such indications as 
we have of the object. suggest low 
albedo and high density. 

“Thus far our knowledge of it 
is based largely upon its observed 
path and its determined rates of 
motion. These with its position 
and distance appear to fit only 
‘those of any object beyond Nep- 
tune, and one apparently fulfilling 
Lowell’s theoretical findings. 

“While it is thus too early to 
say much about this remarkable 
object and much caution and con- 
cern are felt begause of the neces- 
sary interpretations involved in an- 
nouncing its discovery before its 
status ig fully demonstrated, yet it 
has appeared a clear duty to sci- 
ence to make its existence known 
in time to permit other astrono- 
mers to observe it while in fa- 
vorable position, before it falls too 
low in the evening sky for effec- 
tive observation.” 


An astronomical unit is the 
distance from the earth to the sun, 
about 93,000,000 miles. By albedo 
is meant the brightness of the re- 
flected light of a planet.

We reprint in another column an editorial from. 
the Outlook and Independent entitled “Repeal the 
Eighteenth Amendment.” Accompanying the edi- 
torial was the following announcement to Outlook 
readers: “After two years of impartial inquiry into 
prohibition as a national policy, and after repeated 
attempts to secure outstanding dry leaders to refute 
the facts presented from the wet angle, the Outlook 
believes that prohibition as now in force has sadly 
failed.” In response to an inquiry from the Post- 
Dispatch as to whether this represents a change of 
policy on the Outlook’s part, we are in receipt of 
the following telegram from Francis Rufus Bellamy, 
its editor: 

Yes, definite aggressive change. Outlook origi- 
nally viewed prohibition with misgivings. Sup- 
ported the attempt at enforcement for seven 
years. Inquired for last two years. Now abso- 
lutely favors repeal, with legislation against re- 
turn of saloon. 

The Outlook is a distinguished American maga- 
zine. Its editor from 1893 until his death in 1922 
was the Rev. Lyman Abbott, who previotsly had 
‘been associated with Henry Ward Beecher in the ed- 


runner. Noted for its devotion to American princl- 
ples, the Outlook ‘at one time numbered Theodore 
Roosevelt among its editors. It has always jealously 
cherished its intellectual integrity and never quailed 
at following its convictions into the espousal of un- 
popular causes. The Outlook now shows that it is 
capable of reversing itself on a great national ques- 
tion when events show it to have been wrong. 

Recently we noted the defection from the dry 
ranks ot the Indianapolis News, one of the last of 
American metropolitan newspapers clinging to the 
doomed cause of prohibition. The News based its re 
versal upon the corrosive influence the eighteenth 
amendment has had upon the Constitution. It point- 
ed out that what we are witnessing under prohibi- 
tion is a progressiVe assassination of the great char- 
ter of the land. The Outlook bases its new policy 
on similarly high ground; it, too, finds that the 
eighteenth amendment “violates the fundamental 
purpose of the Constitution,” and it deplores the fa- 
natical excesses and destruction of the Bill of Righte 
caused by attempts to enforce an unenforceable law 
The new policy of the Outlook and the Indianapolis 
News is symptomatic of a tremendous turnover of 
public opinion in the last few years.

CARNERA AND ACROMEGALY. 

We print in the Letter Column the opinion of a 
physician that Primo Carrera is suffering from acro- 
megaly. We beg leave to disagree with his diagnosis. 
Acromegaly is a disease of adult life characterized 
by a hypertrophy (overgrowth) of the terminal parts 
of the body. Photographs of persons so afflicted 
usually show the hands, feet and jaw enlarged out 
of proportion to the rest of the body. The shoul- 
ders become rounded because of the abnormal growth 
of the spine, the nose bulbous and the tongue 
thick. Morbid changes in the pituitary gland are 
considered to be the cause of acromegaly. Carnera’s 
hands and feet, it is true, are very large, but only 
in scale with his other measurements. His torso is 
immense and splendidly muscled. It might have 
been used as a model for one of Michelangelo’s mas- 
sive figures. In short, there is nothing in his ap- 
pearance to indicate pathological changes connected 
with acromegaly, which ordinarily occurs between 
the ages of 25 and 40. 

Carnera’s size is probably due to an overactivity of 
the pituitary gland, the organ regulating growth. 
In that respect he is a departure from the norm, 
but not such a departure as would stamp him as an 
object for medical attention. Nor is Carnera suf- 
fering from that freak giantism manifested by extra- 
ordinary development of one-half of the body at the 
expense of the other half. The only fault doctors 
have discovered in his physique is the trifling and 
remediable one of varicose veins. Chuck Wiggins and 
10 other American fighters who have faced Carnera 
in the ring are in hearty agreement with the doc- 
tors that the big Italian is not in need of hospital 
care,

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AUTOMATIC SIGNALS. 

Director of Streets and Sewers Brooks needs $154,- 
505 fer the installation of automatic traffic signals 
and other safety devices during the coming year. 
That is a modest sum considering St. Louis’ urgent 
need for more traffic signals, and compafed with ex- 
penditures of $359,000 and $134,000 by Chicago and 
Pittsburg, respectively, in 1928. During the year 
ending April 9, Mr. Brooks’ department was given 
only $50,000 for this purpose, with the result that 
many heavily trafficked intersections are eéntirély 
unguarded. 

We do not believe the value of the automatic sig- 
nal needs to be argued. But it might be pertinent | 
to recall that an investigation» was made by the 
Streets and Sewers Department some years ago to 
discover what effect the signals had on crossing ac- 
cidents. Figures were gathered for a year prior 
to the installation and for’a year afterward at four 
typical crossings: Grand and Washington, Grand and 
Lindell, Washington and Kingshighway, Ruésel) and 
Jefferson. They showed that after installation auto 
collisions were reduced 75 per cent and pedestrian‘ 
accidents 55 per cént. So that at any crowded in- 
tersection automatic signals can be depended upon 
to be worth many times their cost in the saving of 
lives, personal injuries and property damage, be- 
sides the salaries of traffic officers. 

Last year witnessed the usual increase in traffic 
congestion, which at peak hours taxes the capacity 
of St. Louis thoroughfares. It also witnessed the 
widening of Vandeventer avenue and its transforma- 
tion -into a very popular cross-town highway. At 
such intersections as Vandeventer and West Pine lack 
of automatic signals has created what has become ap 
almost inextricable traffic tangle. Compton ave-

HEARING WITH EYES 
AND SENSE OF TOUGE 


Dr. Goldsteiu at Annual Meet- 
ing of Central Institute 
lilustrates Methods. 


Methods by which the other four 
senses are used to make up for the 
deficiency of hearing, were de- 


scribed by Dr. M. A. Goldstein, 
founder and director of Central In- 
stitute for the Deaf, related at its 
annual meeting, at Hotel Statler 
yesterday. He explained that it 
was the theory that deaf persons 
could be taught to employ some or 
all of the other senses — sight, 
touch, smell and taste—to make up 
for the lack of hearing. 
ile this is stil. in the ex- 

périmental stage,” he said, “we 
have gone far enough to feel there 
is much in store in the future in 
the development of this research.” 

Central Institute has gone far- 
ther in substitution of touch for 
hearing than with any of the other 
senses. Examples of this work are 
in the use of a megaphone with 
its end covered like a sounding 
board to transmit voice vibrations 
to the fingers of a deaf thild and 
the use of the piano to impart 
rhythmic vibrations to pupils. 

Hearing With the Eyes. 

Some progress has been made 
in substituting vision for hearing 
through use of the osiso, an elec- 
trical instrument by which sound 
waves are made visible. It has 
been shown to be possible to car- 
ry on conversations with the deaf 
with this device. 


Experiments are under way with ' 


the use of smelling to aid the deaf, 
but Dr. Goldstein is not sure what 
the potentiality is in this field. The 
availability of taste has not been 
considered yet. 

Other outstanding features of the 
institute’s work, Goldstein said, 
were in the ducation of deaf chil- 
dren of pre-school age, the train- 
ing school for teachers of the deaf, 
the continued development of the 
acoustic method of teaching, and 
the rapid growth of the corrective 
speech clinic, which took, on new 
importance last year. 

Rid of Sign-Makers. 

“We have probably the largest 
group of pre-school-age deaf chil- 
dren in the world,” he asserted.

A Pagan Poem 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

HARLES MARTIN LOEF- 
(Crees: ‘Pagan Poém” provid- 

ed the means for an im pressive 
display of virtuosity at yesterday 
afternoon's concert given by the 


St. Louis Symphony Orchestra. 


Careful and vitalized leadership on 
the part of Eugene Goossens en- 
abled the orchestra to overreach it- 
self a little and give a performance 
that might not have been consid- 
ered possible in St. Louis. Goos- 
sens was ably assisted by Rudolph 
Reuter, the visiting artist, who 
played the piano part, and the 
solo trumpeters and English horn 
player. 

The outstanding quality of this 
performance was a certain quiver- 
ing sentence without which most 
romantic music has all the charac- 
teristic charm of Dead Sea fruit, 
ashes in one’s mouth and a Jerusa- 
lem artichoke which has been 
pressed between the pages of a 
Gideon Bible. The heavy orches- 
tration and the richness of the col- 
or design stimulated the senses by 
direct impact but at the same time 
held the mind at attention by vir- 
tue of their suggestive power. 

The audience bestowed a storm 
of spontaneous approval on every- 
body concerned—a tribute which 
the conductor seemed reluctant to 
take to himself, either from a feel- 
ing of miodesty or because he felt 
the orchestra should have done 
still better. 

The “Pagan Poem” had to com- 
pete for approval with three other 
works of the first rank. Rudolph 
Reuter played the solo part in Beet- 
hoven’s third piano concerto, in C 
Minor, and the orchestra played 
Mozart’s D Major symphony, some- 
times called the Haffner symphony, 
and Debussy’s “Festivals.” The 
orchestra also played Rimsky-Kor- 
sakoff's “Doobinooshka,” presum- 
ably because the management 
wanted to utilize the three extra 
trumpeters that had been hired for 
the Loeffler composition. 

In the Beethoven Concerto, Rew- 
ter gave a performance that was 
convincing in its manifestation of 
good taste but was deficient in 
power. The slow movement was 
beautifully moceled and very mov- 
ing but the rest was rather blood- 
less and brittle. One awaited per- 
fectly legitimate climaxes in vain. 

AS an encore teuter played 
Rubinstein stacatto ctude. 

The orchestra’s performance of 
the Mozart syr:phony was just as 
finished and just as irresistibly 
graceful as previous performances 
of Mozart under the present con- 
ductor have been. The Debussy 
Festivals was also given what was 
on the whole an effective perform- 
ance. All the careening. meteor- 
like beauty of this work was in 
evidence and due attention was 
paid to the conflicting rhythms and 
the very important dynamic grad- 
ations.

President Hoover Reduces Force 
Pursuant to Policy of Return- 
ing.

WASHINGTON. March 22.— 


Withdrawal of 650 Marines from 
Nicaragua was ordered yesterday 
by President Hoover in line with 
his announced policy of returning 
all Marines from foreign soil as 
quickly as is compatible with 
safety. 

It was explained at the Navy De- 
partment that when the presiden- 
tial order is carried out a force of 
65 officers and 8386 Marines will 
be left on duty in the Southern 
republic. 

Marines have been In Nicaragua 
since 1926. Already a consider- 
able part of the detail has been 
withdrawn. On the election day 
in November, 1928, which placed 
Gen. Moncada in the presidential 
chair, a force of 6673 officers and 
men were stationed as guards at 
the ballot boxes.

Y THE time the Americans en- 
B tered the war. we Germans 
were pretty tired of it already. 
And the young Americans in the 
opposite trenches seemed to enjoy 
a friendly shooting also, until— 
well I better start at the begin- 
ning. 


One day we lay in our trench, i 


leisurely watching the opposite 
one. A steel! helmet appeared, hcid 
up high on a stick. Having noth- 
ing else to do, we started to shoot 
at it, one after the other. When 
the other parties got tired we held 
a helmet up in the air and let thein 
try their luck. So we kept each 
other company when the alr was 
clear, that is, if no officer was 
around. Three short waves with 


.the’ spade was the signal of ap- 


proaching authority. We got on 
wonderful. 

One morning a loug, thin blonde 
crept out ‘of his hole and came 
close enough to shout: “Are you 
Swabs over there? My father camo 


from Rentlingen.” And back he 
crept, satisfied that we were 
Swabs, too. 


The next day, after the helmet 
had signaled “air clear,” out crept 
our American Swab again, this 
time with a sack. He came close 
enough to throw it over and with 
the remark: ‘“‘We heard you are 
half starved over here,” he de- 
parted again. Anxiously we all 
watched his safe return, then had 
a real Anierican picnic. 

But somehow our “being friend- 
ly with the enemy” got around 
and we were transferred to the 
Verdun front. 


ACK in the old country, in the 
B sea: 1912, we had in our of- 

fice a young Englishman, 
James Hunt. We took a liking 
to each other and by the end of 
the year of his staying in Ger- 
inany we departed as friends. 

In 1914 I was drafted and after 
« short training was put in the 
trenches against the Frencli. 

It was in the dawn of a crisp 
November morning in 1915. A ter- 
rible night we had behind us, Ar- 
lillery fire for hours and hours. 
Of our carefully prepared trenches. 
mostly deep holes were left, 
We had just entered into a half- 
way safe trench when we noticed 
a group of soldiers approaching 
from the opposite side. In the 
twilight and fog and smoke we 
could not distinguish their uni- 
form and one of our officers 
called, “Who are you?” 

Back in just the same good Ger- 
man: “Who are you?” No soon- 
er was the response, “Infantry 
tegiment 248’ heard, our Major 
had a hand grenade in his face 
and fell dead instantly.

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Spring the Time to Plant Roses 


(NATIONAL GARDEN BUREAU.) 


T den.is the rose. We need not 
go into the reason for this; it is 
fundamental and deeply ingrained 
in the spirit of man. It suffices to 
say that the rose is considered most 
beautiful of all flowers and is most 
eagerly desired in gardens. 
Besides the enjoyment one has 
directly from growing and having 
the flowers themselves, it is a de- 
lightful hobby and a fascinating 
pastime to learn to know the rose 
family, and to associate oneself 
with othera who delight in this 
phase of gardening. 
No garden flowers of any im- 


’ portance may be had in bloom from 


May till December except roses, but 
to have roses in the garden after 
the normal June flowering period, 
we must plant hybrid teas. They 
are never very large bushes, seldom 
over two feet high, and do not look 
well planted singly, and most likely 
will not thrive. If you want only a 
few plants for an occasional flower, 
plant them fn a row in the vegeta- 
ble garden and hoe and cultivate 
them like cabbages and turnips; but 
if you want a lot of fine flowers, 
give them a little garden, or space 
to themselves, with rich soil; plant 
them carefully and see that they 
never lack protection from their 
enemies and do not suffer from 
drouth and lack of hoeing. Cared 
for thus, they will bloom gloriously 
about 10 weeks after planting and 
continue until freezing weather 
kills the buds. 

Tastes differ so very much and 
conditions vary from garden to gar- 
den so radically that it is difficult 
to recommend special varieties. Not 
all Go equally well. Some are very 
shy bloomers; some are naturally 
small, weak plants; but all of them 
have some virtue which has made 
them admired and desirable. Roses 
are go inexpensive that even the 
poorest plant more than pays for 
itself by the blooms it produces the 
linet geason. And, besides, the in- 
terested gardener always wants to 
try new and different things each 
year, 

Of the roses that are almost cer-

Before the hybrid teas were cre- 
ated, the most popular roses were 
known as hybrid perpetuals. They 
are extremely beautiful, with very 
large flowers on quite large bushes, 
but most of them bloom in June 
only, or have only an occasional 
flower afterward. Because they 
are so extremely handsome, and 
because they withstand cold wéath- 
er much better than the hybrid 
teas, they are still much grown in 
the colder parts of the country, and 
some rose enthusiasts prefer them 
to any other type. They should be 
grown in beds, the same as hybrid 
teas, but they need a little more 
space to develop. : 

Spring is the ideal time to plant 
roses, This is a good time to order 
your plants, that you may have 
them on time to set out during first 
r'enting weather.
